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FOREWORD 


The  object  of  this  book  is  to  bring  together,  in  printed  form,  much 
information,  which,  if  not  preserved  in  this  way,  might  otherwise  be  lost. 
It  is  fitting,  also,  that  some  one  of  each  generation  continue  the  story  from 
time  to  time. 

The  dates  given  and  other  information  contained  in  these  records 
are  as  nearly  correct  and  complete  as  I  could  gather  them.  At  the  same 
time,  it  is  quite  possible  that  there  are  errors,  and  we  know  there  are  many 
omissions.  However,  the  errors  are  unintentional,  and  the  omissions 
are  because  I  have  not  been  able  to  secure  the  information. 


We  came  of  hardy  pioneer  stock,  men  and  women  of  whom  you 
can  be  justly  proud.  There  are  more  than  one  thousand  persons  named 
in  this  record  who  are  descendents  of  Daniel  Shuster.  There  are  also 
more  than  250  persons  who  have  married  into  this  family.  In  many 

Ofamilies  the  records  are  to  the  eighth  generation.

I  regret  that  this  record  was  not  undertaken  at  a  much  earlier  date, 
*  when  the  older  members  of  the  family  were  still  with  us.  However,  the 
work  has  been  a  pleasure  to  the  writer,  and  if  the  reading  of  your  family’ s 
history  has  added  any  pleasure  to  the  reader,  then  the  labor  involved  in

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VARIATIONS  IN  SPELLING 

The  accepted  form  in  Ohio  now  is  Maughiman,  but  the  name  has 
been  variously  spelled  —  Moughiman,  Mackiman,  Mackaman,  Macherman, 
and  Machemer.  Some  years  ago  Jack  Maughiman,  late  of  Scio,  Ohio,  said 
that  no  doubt  the  original  was  Machamer,  meaning  mechanic  or  wagon-maker. 

In  some  of  the  records  in  the  Tuscarawas  County  Court  House  the 
name  Tressel  is  spelled  “Trepel,”  evidently  from  a  misreading  of  the 
form  for  “ss“  used  in  manuscripts  during  most  of  the  nineteenth  Century. 
Some  of  the  records  read  “Trassel”  which  may  be  a  variant  spelling. 

Papers  filed  in  the  Tuscarawas  County  Court  House  show  that  while 
Daniel  Shuster  could  sign  his  name,  none  of  his  daughters  could,  and  only 
two  or  three  of  his  sons-in-law;  nor  could  his  wife.  But  this  is  hardly  to 
be  wondered  at,  when  we  recall  that  these  papers  were  drawn  before  1830, 
and  in  1837  “there  was  no  free  public  school  in  Ohio  outside  of  Cincinnati.“ 


PIONEER  DAYS 

The  land  on  which  Daniel  Shuster  and  his  children  settled  lies  in  what 
are  now  Tuscarawas  and  Carroll  Counties,  Ohio.  But  until  Tuscarawas 
County  was  organized  in  1808  this  was  in  Jefferson  County,  of  which 
Steubenville  is  the  county  seat.  Carroll  County  was  organized  in  1833. 

These  farms  all  lie  in  what  is  known  as  the  Seven  Ranges  of  Ohio, 
and  this  survey  is  thus  described  by  Harlan  Hatcher  in  “The  Buckeye 
Country.’’ 

“It  is  a  triangle;  its  base  on  the  north  runs  forty-two  miles  due  west 
from  the  pottery  town  of  East  Liverpool  on  the  Ohio  to  Magnolia;  its 
perpendicular  drops  south  across  the  hill  counties  to  the  Ohio  River  just 
east  of  Marietta;  and  the  ox-bowing  Ohio  bounds  its  eastern  side.  It  is 
pretty,  unglaciated  country,  but  not  very  good  farming  land.  It  was  nearest 
to  Fort  Pitt  and  the  passes  from  east  to  west,  and  apparently  the  easiest  to 
settle.  Men  from  Pennsylvania,  especially  Quäkers,  Dutchmen,  and  Irish- 
men  came  here.  But  the  land  didn’t  seil  well  because  it  was  poor  and  the 
Washington  heirs  who  owned  it  asked  too  high  a  price  for  it.  People  pre¬ 
ferred  the  better  tracts  at  cheaper  rates  farther  west.  And  it  didn’t  get  its 
name  for  seven  ranges  of  hills,  as  many  people  seem  to  think,  but  from  the 
nature  of  the  survey.  A  ränge  is  six  miles  in  the  public  land  survey,  and 
seven  such  lines  were  run  south  from  the  base  to  the  Ohio  River.”  (Page  70).

It  will  be  noted  from  Daniel  Shuster’ s  will  that  all  the  farms  lie  in 
Range  Seven,  near  the  Western  edge  of  this  survey.  And  the  Shusters  and 
their  sons-in-law  were  well  described  as  Dutchmen.  The  fact  that  other 
land  in  Ohio  was  more  desirable  farming  land  explains  why  land  was  still 
open  to  settlers  for  several  years  after  Ohio  became  a  state.  Other  land  in 
the  neighborhood  of  New  Cumberland  was  conveyed  by  patent  to  original 
purchasers  as  late  as  1833,  although  probably  “taken  up”  some  years  earlier. 

When  our  ancestors  came  to  their  farms  the  land  was  a  wilderness. 
There  were  no  roads  —  only  a  few  trails;  there  were  no  mills  or  Stores  or 
schools;  forests  had  to  be  cleared  before  a  crop  could  be  planted.  All 
these  farms  are  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Cumberland,  but  this  village  was 
not  laid  out  until  1826,  eight  years  after  Daniel  Shuster’ s  death. 

Indians  frequented  the  valley  of  One  Leg  Creek,  which  flows  near 
New  Cumberland,  during  the  period  in  which  the  white  settlers  were  taking 
possession  of  the  land,  but  so  far  as  is  known  they  were  always  friendly 
to  the  whites. 

The  story  is  told  that  one  family  mislaid  their  guns,  which  made  it 
impossible  for  them  to  hunt  wild  game,  their  only  source  of  meat.  The 
pioneers  would  exchange  home-spun  cloth  and  baked  goods  with  the  Indians 
for  wild  game.  During  the  winter  of  1808-9  a  large  party  of  Indians 
camped  near  the  present  site  of  New  Cumberland. 

The  pioneers  would  travel  by  boat  down  One  Leg  Creek  into  the 
Tuscarawas  as  far  as  Coshocton  and  return  the  same  way  with  corn,  wheat, 
and  other  goods. 

Tuscarawas  County  was  organized  February  13,  1808,  with  six  town- 
ships:  Goshen,  Oxford,  Salem,  Lawrence,  One  Leg,  and  Nottingham. 

New  Cumberland 

The  village  of  new  Cumberland  was  laid  out  by  Philip  Suter  in  1826 
on  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  29  in  Warren  Township.  The  plat 
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included  32  lots  each  three  perches  (rods)  in  width  and  12  perches  in 
length.  Sixteen  lots  front  on  Main  Street,  which  runs  east  and  west,  and  1  6 
on  Cross  Street,  which  runs  north  and  south. 

James  Meek  in  1841  made  an  addition  of  10  lots  east  of  South  Cross 
Street.  In  1847  John  Suter  made  an  addition  of  20  lots  south  of  Main 
Street. 

Shortly  before  making  the  plat  Philip  Suter  induced  Samuel  Lappin, 
Jr.,  to  open  a  störe  on  the  site  of  the  village.  John  Black,  a  wagon  maker, 
built  the  first  house  and  kept  the  first  tavern.  Israel  Lappin  erected  the 
next  building.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker.  His  brother  Samuel 
died  in  1827.  Israel  abandoned  his  trade  of  carpenter  and  took  care  of 
his  brother’s  störe,  which  he  continued  for  fourteen  years.  David  McConnell 
started  the  second  störe  about  1830.  A  post  office  was  established  in 
1831  or  1832,  with  Mr.  McConnell  as  postmaster. 

New  Cumberland  had  a  population  in  1830  of  203  persons;  in  1880 
the  population  was  163.  In  1943  the  population  was  about  150. 

Joseph  Kerr  was  elected  Mayor  in  1849  but  soon  resigned.  John 
McNall  was  the  next  mayor.  Daniel  Stoody  was  elected  mayor  in  1851 
and  James  Stein  in  1852.  People  soon  tired  of  maintaining  the  village 
government  and  by  common  consent  gave  it  up. 

About  1820  George  Stoody  erected  a  saw-  and  grist-mill  on  One  Leg 
Creek  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  Section  33.  He  sold  out  soon  after- 
wards  to  Jacob  Riggle,  who  operated  it  until  his  death.  John  Riggle, 
George  Riggle,  and  others  were  successive  operators  until  1877,  when  Stone- 
man  and  Lucas  purchased  it.  James  M.  Smith  soon  purchased  the  interest 
of  James  Lucas,  but  in  October,  1879,  Robert  Stoneman  became  its  sole 
owner. 

Schoolhouses 

The  first  schoolhouse  was  a  rüde  log  structure  built  in  1812  and  situated 
in  the  south-east  part  of  Section  36.  (Remember,  this  was  at  least  25 
years  —  a  whole  generation  —  before  there  were  free,  tax-supported  schools 
anywhere  in  Ohio.)  William  Voughn  was  the  first  school  master.  He 
was  a  traveling  surveyor  and  taught  one  term  of  three  months,  receiving 
fifty  cents  per  scholar  for  his  Services.  After  his  departure  the  need  for 
further  educational  advantages  for  the  children  was  realized  but  no  teacher 
was  at  hand.  At  last  Samuel  Lappin  undertook  to  conduct  school  during 
bad  weather,  unwilling  to  assume  duties  which  would  interfere  with  the 
Clearing  of  his  farm.  This  proposition  was  acceptable  to  the  patrons  of  the 
school,  for  many  of  the  children  were  also  required  to  labor  whenever  the 
weather  would  permit.  Mr.  Lappin  taught  for  several  winters. 

A  Methodist  Church  was  built  about  1830. 

The  Lutheran  congregation,  whose  church  building  stood  at  the  eastern 
end  of  Main  Street,  was  formed  by  the  union  of  two  congregations,  one  of 
which  met  in  a  “meeting  house’’  which  they  owned  in  Carroll  County,  and 
one  called  the  Tressel  Church,  which  met  in  a  hewed  log  house  situated  in 
Section  36  on  the  farm  of  Catherine  Shuster  and  her  husband,  George 
Franklin  Tressel.  The  Tressel  Cemetery  still  marks  the  site  of  this  church. 
Some  of  the  early  members  were  George  Franklin  Tressel,  John  Welch, 
Thomas  McCreary,  and  Henry  Maughiman,  all  sons-in-law  of  Daniel  Shuster. 
Many  of  the  pioneers  are  buried  in  the  Tressel  Cemetery. 

(Much  of  this  information  was  secured  from  “The  History  of  Tuscarawas

County,  Ohio,”  compiled  by  J.  B.  Mansfield  and  published  by  Warner 
Brothers  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111.,  in  1884.) 

Friends  have  expressed  a  wish  to  know  more  about  the  lives,  the 
struggles,  and  the  outstanding  traits  of  these  our  ancestors.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  this  information  cannot  now  be  given.  Our  ancestors  were 
not  given  to  keeping  diaries  or  writing  letters.  We  may  be  certain  that 
these  men  and  women  had  their  struggles  and  their  temptations,  their 
defeats  and  their  triumphs.  Struggles  are  not  peculiar  to  our  generation, 
nor  were  these  of  another  generation  lacking  in  physical  and  moral  courage. 

For  these  reasons,  this  record  must  be  limited,  for  the  most  part, 
to  lists  of  names  and  dates.  But  who,  reading  these  names  of  our  family 
tree,  and  noting  the  dates  of  their  births  and  deaths  and  marriages,  does 
not  have  his  imagination  stirred  to  relive  their  romances  and  their  conquests? 
For  these  men  and  women,  in  whatever  part  of  the  world  they  may  live, 
are  flesh  of  our  flesh  and  bone  of  our  bone  —  we  had  a  common  ancestor  ! 
We  are  what  we  are  because  they  lived  and  loved  and  struggled. 


MIGRATIONS 

The  history  of  the  Shuster  family  begins  for  us  with  the  migration  of 
Daniel  Shuster  and  his  wife  from  Pennsylvania  into  Ohio.  This  had  been 
preceded  by  their  migration  from  Germany  into  Pennsylvania. 

The  children  of  this  couple  continued  to  migrate.  In  the  1 840’s  their 
son,  John  Shuster,  and  their  grandchildren  Susanna  Tressel  Kees  and  John 
Tressel  migrated  to  Hardin  County,  Ohio.  In  1  864  a  grandson  and  grand- 
daughter,  George  Tressel  and  his  wife  Sarah  Maughiman  Tressel  migrated 
to  Clay  County,  Indiana,  locating  near  Poland,  and  the  same  spring  the 
Arnes  family,  including  a  great  granddaughter  of  Daniel  Shuster,  Sarah 
Tressel  Arnes,  migrated  to  the  same  county,  locating  near  Carbon. 

In  1 883  some  of  the  children,  grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren 
of  John  Shuster  moved  from  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  to  Missouri,  locating 
near  Linneus.  Other  members  of  the  clan  of  Shuster  went  to  Iowa  and 
other  States. 

The  motives  which  induced  these  men  and  women  to  move  ever 
farther  west  were  quite  different  from  the  motives  which  have  sent  hundreds 
of  us  in  more  years  into  almost  every  part  of  the  world  in  search  of  jobs, 
or  business  or  Professional  opportunities.  These  earlier  migrations  were  in 
search  of  cheap  land.  To  wrest  a  living  from  land  required  hard  toil,  and 
if  the  land  were  rented  or  mortgaged  the  toil  was  largely  for  the  landlord  or 
mortgagee.  Hence  these  our  ancestors  sought  land  which  was  cheap  enough 
for  them  to  buy  outright. 

It  is  a  striking  fact  that  the  leaders  in  these  migrations  were  usually 
men  no  longer  young.  Daniel  Shuster  was  48  in  1 800,  when  he  seems 
to  have  first  come  to  Ohio.  Sarah  Tressel  Arnes  was  only  23  when  she 
removed  to  Indiana,  but  she  went  with  the  family  of  her  husband’s  father. 
George  Tressel,  who  went  to  Indiana  the  same  spring,  was  52  years  old  at 
the  time.  John  Shuster  was  45  when  he  went  to  Hardin  County;  and  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Martha  Ann  Kuhn,  moved  to  Missouri  when  she  was  54. 

In  some  cases  one  or  more  members  of  the  family  remained  in  the 
neighborhood  where  he  was  born,  instead  of  ‘‘going  west”  with  the  rest  of 
the  family.  This  was  the  case  with  ‘‘Little  Dan”  Tressel,  son  of  George, 
and  Jasper  Kuhn,  son  of  Martha  Ann  Shuster  Kuhn. 
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DANIEL  SHUSTER,  PIONEER 

This  earliest  of  our  ancestors  of  whom  this  record  teils  was  born  in 
Baden-Baden,  Germany,  June  13,  1752,  of  Lutheran  parents.  In  1766, 
at  the  age  of  1  4,  he  came  to  America  and  settled  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  which  was  then  in  the  “far  west.”  Here  he  grew  to  manhood, 
married,  and  lived  until  1800,  when  he  moved  to  Ohio.  He  died  June 
12,  1818. 

On  the  same  ship  on  which  Daniel  Shuster  came  to  America  was  a 
young  woman  named  Margaret  Shuster.  These  two  were  not  related, 
although  they  bore  the  same  family  name.  (Possibly  they  were  cousins.) 
On  their  arrival  in  America  their  “time”  was  sold  to  the  same  man  to 
pay  for  their  passage.  After  they  were  freed,  having  worked  out  the  cost 
of  their  ship  fare,  they  married  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Daniel  Shuster  served  as  a  private  in  Captain  James  Wright’s  Company 
of  Youghegenia  Militia  in  actual  service  for  the  month  of  September,  1778, 
commanded  by  Colonel  John  Stevenson,  Westmoreland  County,  and  in 
Captain  George  Sharp  s  Company,  Washington  County  Militia,  1  782-85. 

For  saving  the  life  of  his  commanding  officer  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  he  was  cited  for  meritorious  conduct.  He  was  awarded  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  a  medal,  and  twelve  quarter  sections  of  land  in  Ohio  with  the  privilege 
of  choosing  these  quarter-sections  from  lands  not  already  deeded  to  some 
one  eise.  These  quarter-sections  were  deeded  to  Daniel  Shuster  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

On  his  death  Daniel  Shuster  deeded  one  quarter-section  to  each  of  ten 
living  children. 

The  pioneer  couple  were  buried  in  a  private  cemetery  between  Sher- 
rodsville  and  New  Cumberland.  The  remains  were  transferred  to  the  New 
Cumberland  cemetery  in  1932,  through  the  generosity  and  interest  in  his 
ancestors  of  Joseph  Opp,  a  great-grandson,  of  Forest,  Ohio.  The  old  tomb- 
stone  can  be  seen  in  the  north  portion  of  the  New  Cumberland  cemetery. 

The  farms  deeded  to  Daniel  Shuster  and  wife  are  further  described  in 
his  Will,  given  elsewhere  in  this  record. 

The  names  of  the  farms  are  thus  given  by  A.  B.  Wingate,  a  great- 
grandson,  as  of  1933.

j  It  will  be  seen  from  the  facts  given  later  regarding  each  of  these  children 
that  most,  if  not  all,  were  married  in  Pennsylvania.  It  would  appear  that 
Daniel  Shuster  and  wife  came  to  Ohio  in  1 800,  and  the  other  children  at 
intervals  during  the  next  twenty  years. 


LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT 

of  Daniel  Shuster 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Daniel  Shuster  of  Tuscarawas  County 
and  state  of  Ohio  being  sound  in  mind,  memory  and  health  and  knowing 
that  all  mankind  must  yield  to  death  do  think  propper  to  make  this  my  last 
will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following. 

1 .  I  will  my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it  and  my  body  to  the  earth  to 
be  buried  in  a  Christian  like  manner. 

2.  I  will  and  desire  that  all  my  just  and  legal  debts  be  paid  out  of 
my  estate. 

3.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  loving  wife  Margaret  Shuster  one  bed, 
one  saddle  and  One  Thousand  Dollars  to  be  put  out  on  interest  for  her  use 
during  her  life  time. 

4.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  George  Stoody  a  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  33,  ränge  7,  Township  15,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

5.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  George  Tressel  one  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  36,  ränge  7,  Township  1  5,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

6.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  George  Mominger  a  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  6,  ränge  7,  Township  15. 

7.  1  will  and  bequeath  to  Micheal  Smith  a  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  12,  ränge  7,  Township  15. 

8.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  Henry  Macamon  a  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  23,  ränge  7,  Township  15,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

9.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  Adam  Macamon  a  quarter  section  of  land 

No.  1 7,  ränge  7,  Township  1 5,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

1 0.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  John  Welsh  a  quarter  section  of  land 

No.  25,  ränge  7,  Township  16,  as  his  share  of  my  estate  . 

11.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  Thomas  McCreary  a  quarter  section  of  land 

No.  25,  ränge  7,  Township  1 6,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

1 2.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  Samuel  Shuster  a  quarter  section  of  land 
No.  27,  ränge  7,  Township  15,  as  his  share  of  my  estate. 

1 3.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  John  Shuster  a  quarter  section  of  land 
and  one  clock  and  case  and  one  silver  watch  and  one  mare  and  coalt  and 
one  cow  and  one  riffle  gun. 

1  4.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  Sarah  Shuster  three  lots  in  New  Philadelphia 
No.  400  and  42  and  400  and  43  and  400  and  83  and  four  hundred  dollars 
in  cash  against  she  is  of  age. 

If  they  all  keep  house  together  until  John  gets  of  age  the  kitchen 
furniture  is  to  be  divided  between  the  widow  and  Samuel  and  John  and 
Sarah  Shuster  and  when  John  is  of  age  him  and  Samuel  is  to  divide  the 
stock  and  the  farming  eutentrals  equal. 
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When  all  the  debts  is  paid  and  one  thousand  dollars  put  out  on 
interest  for  the  use  of  the  widdow  and  then  to  make  an  equall  divide  amongst 
all  my  children  of  the  money  as  it  comes  due.  And  at  the  death  of  the 
widow  them  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  divided  amongst  the  girls.

At  a  special  Court  of  Common  Pleas  held  the  third  day  of  September, 
1818  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Daniel  Shuster  late  of  said  county, 
deceased,  was  brought  into  court  by  Margaret  Shuster  widow  and  relect  of 
of  the  late  Daniel  Shuster  and  duly  proven  to  be  the  last  will  and  testament 
of  the  said  Daniel  Shuster  by  Lewis  Mackamon  and  George  Tressel  subscrib- 
ing  witnesses  thereto  whereupon  the  court  order  that  the  said  will  be  recorded 
and  that  letters  of  Administration  with  the  will  annexed  be  granted  to  John 
Davy  and  Samuel  Lappin  that  they  give  security  in  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars.  John  McCreary  and  Henry  Davy  approved  of  as  securities  and 
thereupon  the  said  Administrators  were  sworn  in  open  court  according 
to  law.

John  Congleton  of  Dover,  Ohio,  a  descendent  of  Adam  and  Mary 
Shuster,  teils  of  finding  graves  of  Maughimans  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland, 
while  Jack  Maughiman  related  stories  of  one  brother  who  was  a  stage 
coach  driver  on  the  old  National  Road  which  passed  through  Hagerstown.

THE  TRESSEL  FAMILY  IN  OHIO 

In  1808  George  Franklin  Tressel  (b.  Feb.  8,  1781,  d.  Mar.  17,  1861), 
whose  wife  was  Catherine  Shuster  (b.  Apr.  7,  1782,  d.  July  28,  1854)  came 
to  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  from  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
settled  on  one  of  the  quarter-sections  of  land  which  the  Government  had 
deeded  to  his  father-in-law,  Daniel  Shuster,  and  which  was  willed  by  Daniel 
Shuster  to  George  Franklin  Tressel.  It  is  the  Tressel  homestead,  about  two 
miles  north-west  of  New  Cumberland,  where  the  late  George  Franklin 
Tressel,  a  grandson  of  the  first  George  Franklin  Tressel  lived  until  his  death 
in  1931.  (There  is  a  George  Tressel  also  in  the  second  generation,  and  one 
in  the  fifth.) 

Of  this  first  George  Franklin  Tressel  we  know  that  he  was  born  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  that  his  parents  were  natives  of  Germany. 
Like  the  Shuster  family,  they  were  Lutherans. 

The  name  Tressel  is  said  to  convey  the  meaning  of  “strong  defender,“ 
or  a  “castle  on  a  hill.“  There  is  said  to  have  been  a  soldier  of  that  name  in 
the  regiment  of  Frederick  the  Great.  In  Richard  the  Third  Shakespeare 
has  a  character,  Tressel,  who  with  Berkeley  attends  upon  the  Lady  Anne. 
After  denouncing  Gloucester,  in  Act.  I,  Scene  2,  she  says,  “Tressel  and 
Berkeley,  go  along  with  me.“  The  character  Tressel  does  not  speak  in  the 
play. 

In  Chapman  Brothers  History  of  Stark  County  it  is  stated  that  the 
Tressel  family  was  originally  of  English  origin,  but  fled  as  exiles  to  Germany. 
The  grandfather  of  George  Franklin  Tressel  (1781-1861)  was  a  soldier  in 
the  regulär  army  in  Germany,  and  after  serving  his  term,  the  King  (this 
would  probably  be  Frederick  the  Great,  1712-1786)  sent  for  him  to  be  one 
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of  his  body  guards,  but  our  ancestor  refused  and  was  forced  to  flee.  With 
his  family  he  departed  at  night,  leaving  behind  everything  except  what  he 
could  carry,  secured  passage  on  a  vessel,  and  was  under  way  before  daylight. 
He  landed  in  Philadelphia,  and  located  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
(Page  170). 

If  anyone  into  whose  hands  this  book  may  fall  knows  anything  about 
the  Tressel  family  before  they  came  to  Ohio  we  hope  he  may  communicate 
with  the  Compilers.

Page  9.  It  is  probable  that  Daniel  Shuster  did  not  come  to  Ohio 
until  1808.  That  is  the  date  when  he  completed  payment  on  the 
first  farm. 

There  is  no  evidence  from  the  patents  for  the  land  that  Daniel 
Shuster  received  this  land  in  any  other  way  than  by  purchase.  Sorry 
to  dispel  the  halo,  but  apparently  he  paid  the  usual  price  for  land, 
probably  two  dollars  an  acre.  He  owned  several  hundred  acres  in 
Pennsylvania  before  he  left  that  state. 

On  a  straight  line,  he  moved  about  seventy-five  miles.
